A FAILURE IN: MUNICIPAL 
"TRADING. ' 


Tho short-lived exporiment in municipal 
telephony ‘at Glasgow hes coma to an end, by 
the transfor of the system tothe Post Offies at 
a price which is expected to show « loss of about } 
£15,000, which will be made up by o eontribu- 
tion from the Glasgow rates. It was brought 
out saya “ Eagineo-ing,” in the disenssion on 
tho proposed sale that the National ‘Telephone 
Company was willing to purchase the Glasgow 
ayatem at ita fall book value, which would mean 
a price £20000 to £50'y higher thon 
that offered by the Government. But the 
Glasgow Municip telephone undertaking 
las boon thranghout run in competition 
with the Glasgow business of the National 
Telephone Company; aud the Glasgow 
Towa Council by 45 votes to 1 resolved to 
forego £15,009 vathor than tranafer their 
telephone verta-e to the snecsssful rival, On 
seceral occasions daring the past three years 
wo (‘Engineoring’) bave shown that the 
Glasrow Corporation «telephone business, was 
on wrong lines, both technically and finyncially. 
The errors made in the original plans -sud 
estimates, and in the class of plant and method 
of working adopted, were ratical and far- 
reschiug, Their offact was quickly evideat, 
and could only bave born overcome by a com 
plate reconstruction of tho plant and of the 
business. Thin has been prectically sdmitted 
in Glasgow, a3 on sovera) occasions ithas been
